Much later in his testimony 
today, he declared feelingly: 
‘Marilyn is in my corner right 
now.” 

This remark came after he 
had repeated for Corrigan a con- 
versation he had had with his 
friend, Mayor J. Spencer Houk 
of Bay Village, a week after the 
murder. He recalled that he 
said then, when the Mayor sym- 
pathized with him: “If I didn’t 
know that Ihave Marilyn in my 
corner, I couldn’t go through 
with this ordeal.” 


In discussing the “ordeal” of 
questioning that followed his 
arrest July 30, Dr. Sheppard 
said four groups of officers, 
working in relays, interrogated 
him for nearly 11 hours trying 
to get a confession. 

“I couldn't confess to ‘some- 
a I didn’t do,”, Dr. Sheppard 
said. 

He said his police interroga- 
tors used profane language and 
told him they had “definite evi- 
dence” other persons had been 
his accomplices and were “cov- 
ering up” for him. Dr. Sheppard 
said one policeman called him 
“a dirty lowdown S.O.B..” 

The defendant said the o 
ficers “talked to me about the 
different degrees of murder” 
and added: 

“They all said there was no 
evidence of premeditation in my 
case, and that they could prac- 
tically guarantee me an indict- 
ment on manslaughter.” .

AS GREAT AUTHOR 


Writer Not Present as Nobel 
Prizes Are Formally 
Awarded. '

STOCKHOLM, Dec. 10 (UP)

The term “Ebasco fiasco” has 
been applied to the failure of 
Ebasco Services, Inc., to stay 
within cost estimates on its con- 
struction of a steam plant at 
Joppa, Ill., to help supply elec- 
tricity to the atomic plant at 
Paducah, Ky. Ebasco was forced 
to surrender its contract be- 
cause it could not solve con- 
struction problems and final 
costs are estimated at $58,000,- 
000 over original estimates. 

Ebasco Services is slated to 
perform engineering and design 
work on the projected Dixon- 
Yates steam plant at West Mem- 
phis, although the firm is barred 
from consideration as prime 
construction contractor. 

Volpe began questioning Ed- 
gar H. Dixon, president of Mid- 
die South Utilities, Inc., about 
the Dixon-Yates cost estimate of 
$104,115,000 after Dixon had 
testified that anticipated 9 per 
cent profits would be reduced 
or wiped out entirely if costs 
rose higher than expected. 

The new line of questioning, 
if successful,« could show that 
the Dixon-Yates stock deal now 
being considered by the SEC 
would be “detrimental to the 
public interest or the interest 
of investors or consumers.” The 
holding company ‘act of 1935 
says that could be a reason for 
disapproval. . 

The act also says the commis- 
sion shall not, approve such a 
stock deal unfess it finds that 
the transaction would “serve the 
public interest by tending to- 
ward the economical and ef- 
ficient development of an inte- 
grated public utility system.”

The fact that they were in uni- 


form bearing American Army 
and U.N. Command insignia 
when captured after their B-29| 
piane was shot down over North 
Korea was immaterial, Malik 
went on.

There is not much mystery 
about McCarthy’s motives in at- 
tacking the President.

A Little Less Fear 


President Eisenhower says he believes the 
fear of global war is less now than it was when 
he took command of NATO in 1951. That is, 
nations are existing better together. We almost 
said “co-existing.” 

This is a most heartening opinion, in spite of 
such common and seemingly contrary evidence 
as Russia's new charge of United States “aggres- 
sion” toward China. For that attempt to stall 
U.N. condemnation of Red China was simply a 
propaganda move and easily anticipated. 

The evidence which supports Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s moderately hopeful view of peace is more 
impressive. Russia and the Western powers have 
agreed tentatively to begin private disarmament 
talks in February. Earlier the United Nations 
voted unanimously to go ahead with the Presi- 
dent’s “atoms-for-peace” plan. 

Nobody could say from this that peace is 
bursting out all over, and that is not what the 
President means. But his statement does under- 
score some of the facts of wordly “co-existence,” 
a word which seems to have one meaning for 
the Communists and another for the free world 
and several in the United States itself. 

In the last election campaign, co-existence 
became a dirty term to some politicians and 
was shined up by others. It was suspected by 
military leaders as a means of lulling us into 
unpreparedness. It was opposed by those who, 
like Senate Majority Leader Knowland of Cali- 
fornia and Senator McCarthy, seek to put more 
pressure on Communist China by blockade and 
other military means. 

No doubt much of the suspicion, and seman- 
tics, arose because of Communist employment 
of the term. Joseph Stalin used it. Moscow's 
propaganda machine blared it out. By co-exist- 
ence the Russians did not mean any real military 
or political retreats on their part, but an ac- 
commodation with the free world in trade and, 
to a degree, in diplomacy. 

Studying this matter, The Christian Science 
Monitor, Newsweek and other publications have 
speculated as to why the Kremlin went even 
that far. The insecurity of the Malenkov govern- 
ment may be one reason. The growing alliance 
in Western Europe may be another. But the 
reasonable fear of hydrogen bomb catastrophe 
can hardly have escaped Soviet rulers, any more 
than anyone else. 

The fact is that the world is co-existing, if 
nothing much better, and the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration’s policy is based on the fact if 
not the word. 

Recently Washington has begun to hear of 
“eompetitive co-existence.” This covers not only 
rejection of the Knowland blockade idea, but also 
the still indefinite plan for an Asian economic 
aid program. “Competitive co-existence” is posed 
as an answer to “nibbling subversion.” 

In this case a simple word has been involved 
in a fundamental policy dispute, principally in- 
volving relations with Red China. President 
Eisenhower has made it plain that the United 
States will try to live in a world without war, 
without giving an inch to aggression or letting 
Communism call the shots. In this he assuredly 
has the people with him. 

Senator Fulbright of Arkansas, who is not 
afraid of words, views co-existence as an ad- 
vantage and challenge to be exploited. He 
points out that the avoidance of war means 
time to compete with Communism for the 
loyalty and good of mankind. 

Co-existence need not imply unpreparedness 
to cope with threats from Communism. But a 
civilized nation also has a duty to be prepared 
to live in peace.

Facing Facts in the County 

If St. Louis county commuters are ever to be- 
gin enjoying the benefits of expressway routes 
to their jobs in the city, somebody in the County 
Courthouse will have to display a talent for 
leadership. 

We refer specifically to Supervisor Matthews 
and the Republican-dominated County Council 
and their collective failure to stand up and face 
the issue of the Daniel Boone expressway. 

That issue is simplicity itself: Is the general 
public interest to be subordinated to the special 
interest? Is the highway to continue to dead-end 
in Richmond Heights merely because Mr. Mat- 
thews andthe Council fear to stand up and teil 
the small group'of opponents that they will not 
be permitted to stand in the way of the general 
public interest? 

Nothing is going to happen along the county 
portion of the Daniel Boone route until the 
county puts up its share of the cost of acquiring 
the right-of-way. The county’s share is half the 
total, and it is estimated at $2,300,000. The coun- 
ty’s half of right-of-way costs on the Mark Twain 
and Ozark highways will run to about $5,000,000. 

If Mr. Matthews and the Council would ignore 
the special pleading from Richmond Heights, 
they might find time to map out a bond issue 
proposal for early submission to the voters. 
That would put the matter of expressways up to 
all the people. 
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O’Neal Massey and Rights: Day 


Six years ago the U.N.’s General Assembly, 
meeting in Paris, adopted a Universal Declara- 
tion of Human Rights. In accordance with a re- 
quest of the U.N. two years later, Dec. 10 is now 
the occasion of an annual Human Rights day 
observance. In St. Louis this took the form of a 
public school integration workshop at Kiel Au- 
ditorium, with out-of-town educators joining local 
educational leaders in the study of the means 
and methods. of desegregation. 

The U.N.'’s Declaration of Human Rights is 
much like our own Constitution’s Bill of Rights 
but it goes on to include 30 articles which speci- 
fy such additional rights as “everyone has a 
right to an education,” “everyone has the right 
to rest and leigure,” “everyone has the right to 
own property alone,” and so on. 

These asserted U.N. rights are now set as goals, 
not established as binding sections of treaty law. 
Some day they may be promulgated and de- 
clared in effect, but that day is not here. Mean- 
time each U.N. member must look out for the 
rights of its own citizens in specific cases. Such 
a case is that of O’Neal Massey, decided last 
Monday in a unanimous Supreme Court opinion 
written by Justice Douglas. 

Massey, who was represented in the Supreme 
Court by former Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son, was sentenced to life imprisonment in 
Texas on a robbery charge. The record shows 
that on March 11, 1941, he was tried and con- 
victed and immediately. sentenced—all without 
the assistance of counsel which the American 
Bill of Rights guarantees to accused persons. 
Shortly after this experience he tried to kill 
himself in prison and he was confined as a 
psychopath during the period in which his legal 
opportunity to appeal expired, —— 

After that every effort on Massey's part to 
obtain relief in the Texas courts was met by a 
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runaround. Finally, after more than a dozen 
years of frustrations, the United States Supreme 


Court agreed to review a dismissal of Massey's. 
petition by a Federal District Judge in Texas. 


Now at long last comes the Douglas opinion say- 
ing that O’Neal Massey has been deprived of his 
liberty without due process of law since a man 
regarded as insane obviously could not defend 


himself in court and so stood in crying need of ~ 


a lawyer's help and protection. : 

The Massey case decision is a highly fitting 
recognition of U.N. Rights day in the United 
States. 
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A Newspaper Seeks the Truth 
The Washington Evening Star has come 
through again in its wholly commendable desire 
to inform the public on a currently important 


“subject. Immediately on the heels of the White 


House’s new release of statistics on the Eisen- 
hower Administration's campaign against subver- 
sives in the Federal Government, the Evening 
Star analyzed the figures and reported that it 
had found “a number of apparent discrepancies 
and misleading facts.” : 

Doing so the Washington newspaper continued 
its excellent work begun on its part a year ago 
in exposing the earlier “numbers game” 
launched by Postmaster General Summerfield 
and taken up unwittingly, we are sure, by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. . 
* Press Secretary Hagerty, speaking for the 
President, told newspaper correspondents Tues- 
day that the Eisenhower Administration had, 
among other things,~“indicted one person for 
treason and convicted two for espionage.” When 
questioned by the Evening Star, the Department 
of Justice admitted that the indictment had 
nothing to do with Communism. The indictéd 
man was John David Provoo, charged with trea- 
son because of his relations with the Japanese 
on Corregidor. Actually Provoo was brought to 
trial in the Truman Administration. The Eisen- 
hower Administration indictment was a re-in- 
dictment following reversal of Provoo’s convic- 
tion on appeal. 

Mr. Hagerty’s figures generally grew out of 
the Truman Administration. The press secre- 
tary announced, for example, that since the 
Eisenhower Administration took office it had 
convicted 50 Communist leaders. The facts are, 
according to the Washington Star, that 41 of the 
50 were indicted in the Truman Administration 
and that of these, 20, or approximately half came 
to trial while Mr. Truman was President. More- 
over 13 of the convictions claimed by the Eisen- 
hower Administration occurred Jan. 21, 1953— 
just one day after the Eisenhower inauguration. 

There’ can be no question that Dwight D. 
Eisenhower is unalterably opposed to Commu- 
nist infiltration. There can be no question that 
he will do everything possible to root out any 
subversion in Government. But his aids would 
do him a service if they did not make ridiculous 
over-claims. We hope Senator Johnston of South 
Carolina, who will head the Senate Civil Service 
Committee in the next Congress, and his col- 
leagues will dig out the truth about the “num- 
bers game,” now unfortunately given renewed 
impetus by the White House. 
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Still Another Deficit in Sight 


Secretary Humphrey's announcement that the 
next budget will not be balanced takes on some- 
what more meaning than his similar announce- 
ment about a year ago. The budget he is talking 
about this time is the one governing receipts 
and outlays for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1956. That is the last fiscal year for which the 
present Administration will have complete re- 
sponsibility prior to the next presidential 
election. 

So Mr. Humphrey is saying, in effect, that if 
the budget is to be balanced it will not be earlier 
than in the fiscal year which ends June 30, 
1957, a period for which the Administration 
that is elected in 1956 will be partly responsible. 

The deficit for fiscal 1953 was $9,449,000,000. 
In fiscal 1954, the first full year of this Admin- 
istration’s control, it was $3,029,000,000. In fiscal 
1955, which ends next June, Segretary Humphrey 
foresees a deficit of $4,655,000,000, representing 
a 50 per cenf increase over last year. 

As to 1956, Mr. Humphrey hopes that the defi- 
cit can be cut back to near the three-billion-dol- 
lar mark which was achieved last year. But if 
there is a large foreign aid program (which Mr. 
Humphrey does not yet admit) that will be dif- 
ficult indeed to achieve. It will also be difficult 
to achieve if Congress permits three billion dol- 
lars in corporation and excise taxes to expire 
next spring, as existing legislation calls for. 
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Bavaria Turns on Adenauer 
There is increasing danger that the Bonn par- 
liament may become for the London-Paris agree- 
ments the obstacle which the French National 
Assembly was for the now dead European De- 


fense Community. Recent elections in Bavaria, «. 


Hesse and Berlin showed the extent of opposi- 
tion to the Adenauer-supported rearmament plan, 
but the sizable plurality achieved by the Chan- 
cellor’s Christian Democrats in Bavaria seemed 
to preclude any real trouble. : 

Now the situation has been suddenly and 
alarmingly changed. The Bavarian Socialists, 
Free Democrats, Refugees and extreme right- 
wing groups have agreed to form a coalition 
which would organize the Bavarian government 
and leave the Christian Democrats in the minori- 
ty and in opposition. 

This is important because the nine state gov- 
ernments of West Germany appoint the mem- 
bers of the Bundesrat, the upper chamber in 
Bonn, If Bavaria now names anti-Adenauer dele- 
gates, the margin for rearmament will pe seri- 
ously reduced. 

There is some hope in the fact that the Ba- 
varian coalition was advocated not so much be- 
cause of the feeling against rearmament as the 
church-school issue, The Free Democrats espe- 
cially are opposed to the Adenauer’s party ad- 
vocacy of religious seminars for both Catholic 
and Protestant teachers in state schools. 

Reunification before rearmament is a bigger 
issue with the Socialists and the right-wingers. 
Since their strength is absolutely essential to 
this unprecedented political regrouping in the 
most Catholic part of Germany, one can guess 
at their price for participation. 

The new defense treaties have not yet been 
rejected. One can still hope that logic will pre- 
vail against the creation of an isolated — and 
probably helpless—Germany. But some pretty 
big straws are fluttering along in the political 
wind. Surely, Washington will not take ratifica- 
tion for granted as in the case of EDC. The frus- 
trating surprise of the No-vote in Paris should 
have provided a still unforgotten lesson. |

As one stands on that impressive 
square, the Piazza of St. Peter, the bold 
lines of an immense facade tower mas- 
sively above the right-hand colonnade. 
This wing of the great palace in which 
the Pope lives is an abode built not for 
man or for a family but for centuries. 
It is a palace built on historic founda- 
tions, for here stood the Circus of Nero. 

Pius XII’s personal apartments are on 
the third floor, overlooking the Piazza. 
The Pope's  bed- 
room is sparsely 
furnished, with just 
one rug on the tiled 
floor. The damask- 
covered bed, with 
brass knobs on old- @ 
fashioned head- ~~ 
pieces, is that of his 
predecessor. There 
are also a dresser 
and a picture of the 
Virgin on the wall. 

There is a small 
gold Swiss alarm 
clock on the Pope's 
night table, but he 
is said to awaken 
invariably a few minutes before it is 
due to go off. The Pope draws his own 
bath, takes it cold in summer or winter, 
and then shaves with an electric razor. 

Contrary to popular legend, he does 
not “collect” such razors. Many gifts 
reach him from all parts of the world, 
and since his partiality to electric ra- 
zors is widely known, they are frequent- 
ly sent to him. These he promptly 
passes on to appreciative recipients. 


At the Beginning of the Day 


In his earlier days the Pope was a 
keen horseman, an excellent swimmer, 
‘and an indefatigable walker. When 
elected to the seclusion of the Papacy, 
he had his rowing machine installed in 
his apartments. 

At 7:30 the Pope prays before the 
altar of his chapel, on which fresh flow- 
ers are placed every day, some 20 min- 
utes, as preparation for his Mass, and 
20 minutes afterwards as thanksgiving. 

Six German nuns, whom he never 
sees, look after the Pope's chapel and 
private apartments and cook his meals, 
Thev belong to the Swiss congregation 
of Menzingen, who run an establishment 
near Lake Constance. 

The papal flat has also a private 
guest-room. It has been used only once 
in modern times, when the previous 
Pope insisted that a simple Polish 
priest, who had come to visit him, 
should stay the night. 

The Pope’s breakfast of rolls and 
milky coffee awaits him at 8:20. He 
scans in his methodical manner the 
principal newspapers (always including 
the Italian Communist daily) and short- 
ly before 9 o'clock he descends by pri- 
vate elevator (he never uses the stair- 
case) to the “Bibliotheca Privata” on 
the floor below.

“private audiences” in his library, the 
Pope goes out into the adjoining cham- 
bers for “special audiences” (generally 
called “bacco di mano” or “of the hand 
kiss”) with selected visitors. This 
suite is panelled in silk and has gilt fur- 
niture on deep Aubusson carpets. On 
small tables set along the walls are 
priceless personal gifts of emperors and 
kings, presidents and potentates. 


From shortly after 12 until close to 2 
follow the group or mass audiences, so 
conducted that they must tax his physi- 
cal strength severely. His. predecessor 
used to come in, seat-himself on his 
throne, ahd deliver a homily, but Pius 
XII, whenever it is possible, moves free- 
ly among the throngs. 


Hears Confession of a Peasant 


Once at such an audience an old peas- 
ant asked him to hear his confession. 
The chamberlains on duty were aghast 
at his audacity, but the Pope, scrutiniz- 
ing the old man’s face, realized his sim- 
plicity, gently took him by the arm to 
a secluded corner, heard his confession 
with bowed head, and gave him absolu- 
tion. 

His audiences over, the Pope returns 
to his private apartment before” 2 
o’clock for his principal meal of the day, 
which consists of soup, white meat or 
fish, always with a good portion of vege- 
tables, and some fruit as dessert. He 
drinks one glass of wine and, after this 
meal, a strong cup of black coffee. but 
he has not smoked since he realized 
some years ago that smoking affected 
his throat. 

The Pope always eats alone in his wal- 
nut-furnished private dining room. He 
seldom makes an exception to the tradi- 
tional Vatican rule against table guests, 

After dinner the Pope rests for exact- 
ly an hour. Then he goes down by lift 
to his-car, which waits in the courtyard 
of San Damaso. In it he is driven to 
the Vatican gardens, cleared of person- 
nel and visitors for the Pope’s daily con- 
stitutional. Wearing a flat, red velvet 
hat with golden tassels and a woolen or 
silk white overcoat, or, in winter, a 
heavy red cloak, he always walks alone 
and invariably reads while walking. 


How Late Evening Is Spent 


. He always stops to look at his favorite 


. pool beneath the firs and the cypresses. 


Once he met an urchin there who had 
slipped through unseen. “However did 
you manage to get so dirty?” the Pope 
asked in gentle amazement. 

Later he gleefully recounted to his 
secretary the boy’s indignant rejoinder: 


.“If you had been playing as hard as I 


had, Padre, and that.in your white suit, 
you would have beefi even dirtier.” 
After an hour’s walk he leaves the 
gardens by 5 p.m., says his rasary in his 
chape} and reads his breviary, a daily 
obligation which is as binding on the 
Supreme Pontiff as it is on the simplest 
monk. He then spends another two 
hours in his study, rarely receives call- 
ers then, and only occasionally tele- 


Nobody can call up his number— 
Vatican 101—without his permission. He 
answers with a clear “Aqui Pacelli.” 

At eight o'clock in the evening he 
has his supper, which, like all his meals, 
is a simple one. After evening prayers 
he dismisses his household and at 9 
p.m. he retires to his study, where he 
prepares his speeches, and works on 
pastoral letters and encyclicals. 

During the long years from October, 
1939, to July, 1946, Pius XII left the

The Corporate Conscience 


THE TWENTIETH CENTURY CAPITALIST REVO. 
LUTION, by Adolph A. Berle Jr. (Harcourt Brace 
and Ca., 190 pgs., $3.) 

One of the strange aspects of Ameri- 
can life is the lack of a clear definition 
of capitalism anda justification of the 
capitalistic system, Business men often 
complain that the youth of America are 
not being taught in the schools what 
capitalism is, what it has done and 
what it can do. The charge may be true 
but the root of the difficulty lies in the 
scarcity of analytic material. 


That is not to say that capitalism and 
corporations have not received attention 
over the last generation. They have, in- 
deed, but the tone has been hostile and 
fearful. The concentration of economic 
power in a relatively few corporations 
has produced many predictions of the 
collapse of capitalism via the monopoly 
route. Business men in general felt 
themselves harried by the New Deal 
which seemed intent upon correcting 
the unfavorable tendencies of capital- 
ism, as determined 
by the New Dealers 
who often weren't 
business men at all. 
Curiously, it is a 
well - known New 
Dealer, Adolf A. 
Berle, who has writ- 
ten one of the most 
encouraging _ state- 
ments about capital- 
ism to g#ppear in 
print. ; 

Berle knows all 
about concentration, 
monopoly and re- 
straint of trade for 
he has been study- 


Adolph A. Berle. 
ing corporate activity over a long pe- 


riod. The results of capitalism, he 
thinks, are highly satisfactory, and the 
corporation is more than an adequate 
tool. Berle believes that the business 
unit is not cold and ruthless as pictured 
so frequently in the past. Instead the 
corporation is developing a conscience 
by which the right of American workers 
to fair play and non-discrimination may 
be preserved. 

The idea of a corporation conscience 
is new and interesting. Berle may be 
right that such a conscience would be a 
major bulwark in the preservation of 
American values, but the size, extent 


- and functioning of this conseience are 


yet to be defined. The author would 
like corporations to have consciences of 
the right sort to protect cultural and 
humanistic values which he considers 
important. While there could be dis- 
agreement over the rights to be pro 
tected within this framework, it is un- 
questionable that a powerful non-gov- 
ernment champion of the individual 


would strengthen the fabric of our s0- 
ciety. 


A long chapter is devoted to the mod- 
ern corporation in international affairs 
with the thesis that corporations have 
done better work than governments in 
developing international co-operation. 

“The Twentieth Century. Capitalist 
Revolution” concludes with the sugges- 
tion that we may be standing at the 
edge of an economic utopia fashioned 
by capitalism and soon to be guarded 
in its human aspects by the conseience 
of corporations.

McCarthy Preparing G.O.P. Defeat? 


WASHINGTON. 


OR HIMSELF PERSONNALLY the President need not defend 
himself against McCarthy's slander, and he might well remem- 


ber the saying that a man can be insulted o 
The slanderous accusation that anti-McCarthyism 


by his equals. 
an attempt to 


prevent the detection of Communists has been thrown by the 
Senator not only at the President but at nearly half the Republi- 
cans and at ail the Democrats in the Senate. 


Is there a political purpose in 
all this apparent recklessness? 
And, if so, what is this calcula- 
tion upon which Senator McCar- 
thy is acting? . 
That he is act- 
ing deliberate- 
ly, that there is 
a policy behind 
his bitter words 
is plain enough. 
If he was there- 
ly, as Senator 3 
Dirksen has ar- {4 
gued, “an alley © 
fighter” who am.

temper when the Senate voted 
to condemn him. 

Instead he waited until the 
Senate had adjourned and could 
not react to a new contempt. 
He then prepared a statement 
designed deliberately to make 
irreparable his break with the 
Administration. 


Only a Dangerous Nuisance. 


The calculation behind this 
action is, I believe, to be found 
in his reading of the November 
election returns. On a cold 
appraisal the returns showed, 
first, that the Democrats are 
still the majority party and, sev- 
ond, the returns showed that 
within the Republican party the 
largest segment of the hard 
core belongs to the anti-Eisen- 
hower wing. 

The basic position of the Re- 
publican party is one where a 
national victory, such as Eisen- 
hower brought in 1952, calls for 
a course of action which appeals 
to independents and to Demo- 
crats but violates the convic- 
tions of the Republican hard 
core. 

This means ‘ that McCarthy | 
can have no important part to 
play in thé Republican party 
when it is working to win the 
White House. He is nothing but 
a dangerous nuisance when the 
Republicans are in the White 
House. 


For the road to the White 
House demands a policy, like 
Eisenhower’s, which is accept- 
able to millions of independents 
and liberal Democrats. 


Easy to Prevent Victory. 


McCarthy, on the other hand, 
ean be a power in the land only 
by being the boss of the hard 
core minority of Republican re- 
actionaries. He will be more of 
a boss and more of a power in 
so far as that hard core is all 
the Republican party there is. 

Almost certainly he has read 
the November election returns 
as indicating that a Republican 
victory in 1956 will be difficult 
for any candidate to achieve, 
and that a victory is very easy 
for the right wing to prevent. 

own political fortunes de- 
pend upon preventing another 
victory by~the Eisenhower ele- 
ments of the Republican party. 

His very survival as an im- 

nt figure depends upon a 
publican defeat in the na- 
tional elections. For in a Repub- 
lican defeat the survivors in the 
Senate would be the hard core 
who are his followers. In break- 
ing with Eisenhower, in divid- 
ing the party and preparing it 
for defeat, he is promoting his 
own politicel fortunes as boss 
of the hard core. 
It is difficult to avoid the im- 


pression that Senator Knowland 
has been acting on a similar es- 
timate of the political prospects. 
In an altogether different tone 
of voice, with altogether differ- 
ent manners, no doubt with very 


, | different feelings, he has put 
~| himself on the same ground as 


McCarthy. He has broken with 
the Administration on the no- 
tion that investigation must not 
not be “curtailed to the slight- 
est degree” and that in the Far 
East we should proceed at once 
to acts of war. 


Knowland in Agreement. 


Thus Mr. Knowland too has 

broken with the Administration, 
though not yet in a manner 
which makes the break irrepar- 
able. I do not believe that he is 
of sheer convictions; if he were 
compelled to act as he does out 
of sheer conviction; if he 
were thoroughly convinced that 
a warlike action*is a patriotic 
duty, he could not consistantly 
have participated as Républican 
leader in the reduction of the 
armed forces. 

I may well be wrong. But the 
readier explanation of Mr. 
Knowland’s break with the Eis- 
enhower administration is that 
he too is expecting Republican 
defeat in 1956, and is preparing 
to become the leader of the 
hard core of the Republican sur- 
vivors. 

These breaks in the Party are 
disagreeable for the President. 
But they can be, indeed there 
is some reason for thinking that 
they have been, a clarification 
of his own choices and position. 
Until recently, until the election 
returns came in and could be 
studied, the President was torn 
between two lines of action. 

One was to rally his own 
great national following behind 
what would be in Congress a 
coalition. The other line of ac- 
tion was to try to unite the Re- 
publicans by appeasing the right 
wing and by antagonizing the 
ae and the Demo- 
cra 


If the President Leads. 


McCarthy violently, Knowland 
moderately, have deprived the 
President of that choice. The 
argument around the White 
House is over. If Eisenhower is 
to be a successful President, it 
cannot be the vain attempt to 
“unite” the irreconcilably dis- 
united Wings of his party. 

It can be only by uniting be- 
hind himself the great popular 
national majority who were 
there when he was elected, who 
are there today, waiting only for 
the standard to be raised to 
which they can rally. 

I do not know, and I believe 
no one can know, what will hap- 
pen in 1956 if the President 
makes himself the leader of the 
country and if the Democrats 
and if the Eisenhower Republi- 
cans co-operate with him. But, 
to paraphrase the recent remark 
of Churchill's, elections exist for 
the sake of the government and 
not the government for the sake 
of elections. 


Somehow or other it will pay 
if the national men in both 


parties decide to see the coun- 
try through its dangerous trials 
and they will all sleep better at 
night, they. will all like better 
their own faces when they look 
at them in the mirror the next 
morning.

Trouble to Avoic’

HERE may be times when a husband is justified in ex- 
T pressing strong feelings about his mother-in-law, be- 

cause we all know there are mothers-in-law who deserve 
it. But the very fact that she is his wife’s mother will make 
the wise man wary about when and how he Jets go with 
his uncomplimentary opinions. Ordinarily, there are three 
severe limitations he should put on himself when he feels 
like. blowing up: 

(1) It should not occur very often. (2) It should not 
occur in the presence of his wife. (3) It should not occur in 
the form of hearty agreement with his wife after she her- 
self has denounced her mother!

THESE ARE THREE ‘important principles of adjust- 
ment to marriage that ought to be taught widely. Mr. McC. 
has had to learn them by trial and error, and he is some- 
what bewildered. Here's the way he tells the story: 

“My wife’s mother has many good qualities, but she 

has caused much difficulty in various ways for all her 
daughters, and every so often my wife gets to the point 
where she boils over’ and calls her all sorts of names—not 
to her face, but to me. These explosions always seem to 
occur after we have gone to bed at night, fust when in my 
opinion we ought to be calm.and keep our minds on pleas- 
ant ideas so we could sleep well. But my wife will start in 
to denounce and berate her mother for all sorts of crimes 
and offenses, some of which she certainly never committed. 
% “I must admit that I don’t like my mother-in-law, 
though I don’t have the same reason to feel bitter that 
my wife does. But when my wife took this tack, I sup- 
posed it was proper for me to agree with her, so I chimed 
in with some added details that I thought were discred- 
itable. I was astounded when my wife would then turn on 
me violently and accuse me of being hostile to her mother! 
She would hold a grudge against. me on this account for 
two or three days. She would begin to cry and say I was 
Sorry I had married her because I didn’t like her mother. 
7d hear her talking to her mother on the phone, and they 
would be honeying each other and acting like the happiest 
women in the world. 
: “What's the matter with me, Dr. Popenoe? When my 
wife denounces her own mother and is merely telling the 
facts about her, is it wrong for me to agree that they are 
facts?”

IF IT ISN’T WRONG you have at least found out the 
hard way that it’s unwise, Mr. McC. All you need to do now 
is.to act according to what you have learned. . 

Maybe the faults are not all on the side of the older 
generation, Mr. McC. Maybe some of them are on the side 
of your wife. In any event it’s her problem, and you'd bet- 
ter keep a discreet silence. If you are called on to say any- 
thing, limit yousrelf to something wholly noncommittal 
such as, “I can see that your mother is very much on your 
mind.” It’s not your fight! 
_ A daughter usually has some strong feelings of guilt 
about hating her mother. It’s easy to shift her hostility 
from her mother whom she has known all her life, to her 
f&usband whom she may haye known for only a few years. 
it’s easy for her to try to compensate for her feelings of 
guilt about hating her mother, by being particularly sweet 
to her the next day. If you are directly asked to comment 
gou can say, “I'll have to leave that to. you because you 
have known her much longer and better than I have.”
